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THE  INGHAM  FAMILY 


]NGHAI\J,  as  a  surname,  is  derived  either  from  locality, 
as  in  Hcretord,  Ldjicolnshire,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  where  we 
find  parishes  of  this  name,  “ing”  being  tlie  Anglo-Saxon  for 
meadow,  generally  one  lying  love,  near  a  river,  or  from  “Ing,” 
/.  e.,  the  son  of  Inge,  a  Scandinaw’an  name. 

From  the  t-arne  source,  we  have  Ingersoll,  etc. 

In  the  time  of  King  John,  there  is  mention  of  a  family  of 
this  name,  seated  at  tlic  place  of  the  same  name  in  the  county 
ot  Norfolk.  An  account  in  Hank’s  Haronia  Anglica,  concentrata. 
volume  one,  page  206,  begins  with  one 

JOHN  DE  INGHAIM, 

of  Ingham,  Co.  Norfolk,  r\-ho  married  Albreda,  daughter  of 
Vv alter  (or  William)  Waleran  (Karl.  MS.  No.  807, \o.  64), 
a  great  feudal  baron,  and  was.  according  to  Dugdale  {  Dugdale 
List  of  Summ)  .  grandfather  of 

JOHN  DE  INGHAM, 

WiK),  the  26th  of  Edward  I.  (1297),  had  summons  to  Cai lisle, 
e(iuis  et  arinis,  being  in  tlie  writ  styled  a  baron,  the  earls  and 
b;  rons  being  therein  distinguished  by  their  respective  ran.ks 
(Ougdale's  List  of  Summ).  He  died  the  2d  of  I'd  ward  H.. 
leaving  IMargery,  his  wife,  surviving,  and  Oliver,  bis  son  and 
heir,  ae,  23,  which 

OLIVER  DE  INGHAM 

became  a  person  of  great  note,  and  in  the  2d  Edward  HI.  had 
summons  to  Parliament :  also  iit  the  4th  to  another  Parliament 
at  \Vinchcster.  niul  the  same  year  to  a  great  council  to  he  holdcn 
at  Osency,  as  likewise  to  one  to  he  holden  at  Nottingham. 

He  was  seneschal  of  Acquitaine,  and  Justice  of  Chester 
for  life.  He  died  circa  18  luiward  HI.  (  1367),  leaviryg  Joana, 
the  wife  of  Roger  le  Stranger,  of  Knockyn,  his  youngest 
(laughter  th.en  living,  et.  26,  and  Mary,  the  daugliter  (jf  John 
Curz(m,  (by  Elizabeth,  lu's  eldest  daughter,  deceased),  then 
9  }ears  of  age,  liis  next  licir  (his  son,  John  de  Ingham,  having 
died  in  liis  fatium’s  iiietimr.  12  Edward  Hi.,  sine  prole),  which 
Jane,  afterwards,  heca.rne  fh.e  wile  of  Milo  de  Stapleton. 
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Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  said  Oliver  de  Ingham,  still  surviv¬ 
ing,,  had  dowry  in  certain  lands  in  the  counties  of  Norfolk, 
Sussex  and  Wilts. 

ARMS. 

Per  pale  or  and  vert,  a  cross  Recerale  or  Moline, 
gules. 

In  the  chancel  of  the  church  at  Ingham,  under  an  arch  on 
the  north  side,  lie  the  effigies  of  Sir  Oliver  Ingham  in  complete 
armour,  with  24  mourners  about  his  monument  and  the  sides 
thereof. 

“Monsier  Oliver  de  Ingham  gi  st  icy,  et  ]i)ame 
Elizabeth  sa  compagne  que  Iiii  Dieux  de  les  almes 
eit  mercy.” 

On  the  pavement  of  the  chancel  there  is  a  knight  in  full 
armour,  and  a  lady,  in  brass,  with  tlie  inscription: 

“Priez  pour  les  almes  iMonseur  Miles  de  Staple- 
ton,  ct  Dame  Johanna,  sa  femme,  fiile  de  Monseuer 
Oliv'er  de  Ingham,  foundcur  de  ceste  mayson  (founder 
of  this  house),  que  Dieu  de  leur  almes  eit  pitee.” 

The  priory  of  Ingliam  was  founded  by  Sir  iMilcs  Stapleton 
and  the  lady  Joan,  his  wife,  a  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir  Oliver 
de  Ingham,  in  34  Edward  III.  (1360). 

Of  the  present-day  representatives  of  the  family,  the 
INCH  AMS  OF  MARTON 

bear  as  armory: 

Qua.  or  and  vert,  a  cross-moline  qua.  counter- 
changed,  on  a  chief  ar.  a  irianneh  sable. 

Crest:  two  arms,  embowed,  vested,  vert,  cuff  or, 
holding  between  the  hands  a  inaunch,  sable. 

That  is.  practically,  the  same  arms  as  were  borne  by  Sir 
oi  iv'er  de  Ingham. 

'^I'he  family-seat  IS  at  Morton  House,  in  Craven,  Yorkshire. 

The  INGHAMS  OF  BLAKE  HALL  descend  from  a 
Norfolk  branch,  that  settled  in  Ossett,  Yorkshire,  with  one 
William  Ingham,  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Charles  1.  He 
died  in  1670,  leaving  a  son,  William  Ingham,  of  .Ossett,  born 
in  1535,  who  died  in  1717,  leaving  issue.

It  is  believed  that  he  had  a  son,  Edward,  who  is  mentioned 
In  the  funeral  certificate  as  his  son,  and  that  lie  married  Phillippe, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  Gibbon,  having  several  children, 
William,  who  marrii'd  Martini,  daiiglitcr  of  Nich.  Hicks,  John, 
Richard,  Robert,  Priscilla,  Katherine,  and  Mari'. 
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It  is  not  possible  to  ascertain  definitely,  however,  if  these 
children  were  identical  with  the  John,  Richard,  William  and 
Robert  Inji^ham,  who  occur  about  tin's  time  and  who,  evidently, 
were  brothers,  in  Lancashire,  altliough  there  are  indications  that 
they  came  from  KenL 

John  Ingham  is  progenitor  of  the  line,  in  which  we  are, 
particularly,  interested,  and  which  evill  be  given  later  on.

Alanson  Ingham  was  received  in  the  Baptist 
Church,  Little  Falls,  b)^  letter  from  Fairfield,  Jan. 
27,  1830,  and  his  wile,  Samantha,  was ,  dismissed 
from  said  church,  by  letter.  IMay  19.  1839. 

At  the  request  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  AVar- 
ren,  to  the  Baptist  Church  of  Fairfield  to  ‘‘set  a 
council,”  Elansonv  Ingham  was  appointed,  IMav  28th, 
1825. 

Joseph  Ingham,  his  wife,  Mehitable,  and  their 
cliildren,  emigrated  in  1790,  to  the  New  Y/orld, 
settling  in  Canaan,  Columbia  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
died. 

Administration  was  granted  on  his  estate  to  his 
widow,  IMeliitable  Ingliam,  of  Canaan.  July  9th, 
1791.  and  tlie  inventory  was  fled  In  Columbia  Co,, 
(now  Hudson  Co,),  on  Oct.  13th,  in  which  refer¬ 
ence  is  made  to 

‘‘a  small  Bible,  Herveys  Meditations,  Pilgrims 

Progress,  a  pocket  Dichsenery,  Deatli  of  Abel,  His¬ 
tory  of  the  Work  o^'  Redemption,  etc.,”  all  valued 

a.t  P97.10,0.,  and  appraisetl  by  Mathew  Dorr,  and 

Khcne/'cr  Crocker. 
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After  iier  husband’s  death,  ]\Ichitable  IriL^ham, 
who,  apparentl}',  was  a  woman  of  strong  personality 
and  strength  of  character,  went  with  her  childref)  far¬ 
ther  West,  settling,  finally,  in  Herkimer  Co.,  N,  V., 
where  her  brothers  lived. 

Here,  at  the  death  of  her  eldest  son,  Samuel,  she 
with  her  brothers  administered  the  estate,  being  ap¬ 
pointed  guardian  over  the  minor  children,  William 
and  Harvey. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  Canaan  was  in  179^  divided 
into  new  parts,  from  which  the  town  of  Chatham  v.^as  erected, 
March  17th  that  year,  partly  from  Canaan,  partly  from  Kinder- 
liook. 

The  Schii)'lcr  family  was  settled  in  Kinderhook  at  a  very 
early  date,  Peter  Scliuyler  being  a  freeholder  there  in  1687. 

Mehitable  Ingham  settled,  first,  at  Warren,  Heikinier  Co., 
N.  Y.,  from  which  the  town  of  Columbia  was  formed  on  Tune 
8th,  1812. 

On  July  21st,  1802,  Mehitabel  Ingham,  of  Warren,  for  a 
consideration  of  $293.  granted  to  Andrew  Clapsaddlc  of  Her¬ 
kimer,  and  Samuel  3Villiam5,  of  Warren,  two  thirds  of  the  100 
acres  lot  No.  42  of  lot  No.  5,  subdivision  No.  42,  and  lot  No.  41, 
granted  to  twenty-seven  persons  in  the  said  tract  of  66  acres  or 
land  in  \Varren,  the  Surrogate,  on  May  19th,  1801,  having  de¬ 
creed,  upon  petition  of  Mehitable  Ingham,  administratrix  of  the 
estate  of  SAMUEL  INGHAM,  late  of  Warren,  deceased  that 
his  real  property  might  be  s(jld. 

She  sold,  on  May  20,  1801,  the  day  after  the  decree,  to 
William  Lappon,  129  acres  of  land. 


Vill,  SA^ilUEL  INGHAM 

boiai  in  Liverpool.  IMay,  10,  1774,  cam.e  over  with,  his  parents, 
to  the  New  World  in  1790,  settling,  first,  at  Canaan,  then  in 
Columbia  County,  and  after  his  father’s  death  in  1799,  emigrat¬ 
ing  with  his  mother  and  brothers  to  Elerkimer  County,  N.  Y. 

He  married  Phebe,  daughter  of  William  Rowland,  of 
Birkenhead,  fa’verpool,  whose  aunt,  Elizabeth  Rowland,  of 
Woochurch  Parish,  married,  at  Birkenhead,  April  3,  1727, 
Thomas  Nichols,  a  weaver. 

T  he  records  of  Canaan  and  Chatham,  unfortunately,  do 
not  record  any  data  of  births  or  marriages  previous  to  the  year 
18(10,  hut  from  the  fact  that  Schuyler  Rowland  Ingham  was 
learned  “after  his  grandfather,”  and  that  Ins  grandmother  was 
named  Phebe,  and  that  William  Rowland  of  Birkenhead,  Liver¬ 
pool,  from  which  place  Samuel  Ingham  came,  liad  a  daughter, 
Phebe,  wlio  both  emigrated  to  Columbia  County,  N.  Y.,  wc  can 
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conclude,  with  almost  absolute  certainty  that  Samuel  Ingham’s 
wife  was  Pliehe  Rowland. 

Samuel  Ingham  died  intestate,  and  administration  was 
granted  to  his  mother,  Mehitablc  Ingham,  October  IStli,  1808. 

Mehitable  Ingliam,  John  Wilkinson  and  Jacob  ^Vilkinson 
(her  brothers),  on  Oct.  18,  1808,  bound  themselves  in  the  sum 
of  :S800.,  Mehitable  Ingham  administratrix  of  the  estate  of 
Samuel  Ingham,  late  of  Warren.  An  inventory  was  taken,  and 
among  the  “debtors”  appear  Joseph  Ingham,  Stephen,  Ruth, 
Melinda,  Alanson,  and  Mehitahle  Ingham,  the  administratrix. 

The  estate  was  appraised  at  £41.2.11. 

“Whereas  Mahitabel  Ingham,  administratrix  of  the  estate 
of  Samuel  Ingham,  late  of  Warren,  deceased,  has  presented  a 
petition  to  the  Surrogate  for  a  decree  for  the  sale  of  real  estate, 
and 


“Whereas,  ^VILLIAM  INGHAM  and  HARVEY 
INGHAM,  the  only  heirs  of  said  Sanuiel  Ingham,  deceased,  are 
infants, 


“Now,  therefore,  Sanford  Cdark,  Surrogate,  appoints  AN¬ 
DREW  CLAPPSADDLE,  a  discret  and  substantial  Freeholder 
of  (Jerman  Flatts,  guardian  of  said  Infants,  April  2d,  1801. 

(Andrew  Clanpsaddle  had  come  from  Burncts  Field,  Co. 
Albany,  in  1769,  settling  on  land  south  of  the  IMoliawk  river, 
which  he  purchased  from  Augustinus  Clappsaddle) . 


Andrew  Clappsaddle  married  Phebe  Ingham,  the  widow  of 
Samuel  Ingham,  and  iii  his  will,  dated  May  29,  1809,  as  of  Ger¬ 
man  Flatts,  Herkimer  Co.,  N.  Y.,  he  refers  to  wife  Phebe, 

sons,  George,  Henry,  F)aniel,  John,  six  daughters,  Rebecca,  Eva, 
Elizabeth,  Cattrent,  Harriet  and  Eunice  Clappsaddle.” 


T'his  \\  ill  v/as  probated  August  12th,  same  year,  and  neces¬ 
sitated  the  appointment  of  a  new  guardian  over  the  minor  chil¬ 
dren  of  Samuel  Ingham. 

Consequently,  on  February  23d,  1811,  Alanson  Ingham, 
and  Jacob  Aldridge  bound  themselves  on  the  former’s  bond  for 
$200.,  as  a  guardian  over  Harvey  Ingham  and  William  Ingham, 
minors,  of  Frankfort. 


Phebe  Clappsaddle  was  alive  in  1825,  when  Henry  Clapp- 
saddie,  of  German  Flatts,  in  his  u'ill,  of  October  11th,  refers 
to  v.'ife  Lucy,  mother  Phebe  Clappsaddle,  brother  Daniel,  sister 
Harriet  Steel,  wife  of  Nicholas  Steel  * 

Phebe  (Rowland)  Ingham  Clappsaddle  died  in  i\'Iay,  1846, 
ae.  78,  hence  born  in  1708,  and  is  buried  in  Fair\iew  Cemetery, 
the  Ingham  ?-Iausoleum,  Little  Fails,  N.  Y.

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A  SKETCH  OF  INGHAM’S  MILLS 

Algona,  Iowa,  April  30th,  1910. 

Dear  Bro.  Walter: 

As  to  the  History  of  the  Mills,  I  fear  I  shall  find  myself  short  in 
what  you  are  wanting,  Init  tvill  try.  The  first  settlement  by  the  Ing- 
hanis  when  they  came  from  Conn.,  as  I  have  it,  -was  about  this  way. 
They  stopped  in  and  about  Herkimer.  Steplien  A.  Ingham  settled  at 
the  Mills,  first  starting  the  flour  and  saw  mill,  which  gave  the  name. 
Later  Father  built  the  clothing  works,  wool  carding  and  cloth  dressing, 
and  took  L’ncle  Fanscher  Schuyler  in  company  with  him.  Years  later 
the  Doctor  (Uncle  Stephen  as  we  all  called  him)  lost  his  property 
consisting  of  the  mills  and  farm  on  which  he  lived,  through  the  work¬ 
ings  of  his  son  (H.  H.  Ingham,  who  was  engaged  heavily  in  the 
lumber  business,  running  several  mills  in  diflereat  places)  he  giving 
him  full  letters  of  credit  to  the  banks.  1  never  can  forget  his  many 
calls  to  get  Father  to  take  his  property  and  assume  his  debts  (at  this 
time  Father  had  saved  up  something  like  $35,000).  He  finally,  with 
Uncle  William  Ingham,  made  tiie  arrangement,  a  very  unfortunate  one 
for  Father  as  he  finall)'  assumed  the  whole  thing,  letting  Uncle  William 
out  of  it,  and  so  all  of  the  Mills  were  finally  owned  by  Father.  I  said 
unfortunate  without  thinking  as  to  what  came  out  of  it.  It  gave  the 
boys  plenty  to  do  in  all  kinds  of  work  and  developed  them  as  nothing 
else  could  have  done  for  their  life  work  later  on,  and  as  I  see  it  today, 
it  was  a  grand  good  thing  for  us  all.  It  introduced  us  to  different 
lines  of  work  and  especially  to  habits  in  conducting  business  (that 
has  been  a  help  all  along  the  way). 

Old  Settlers — At  the  Dam,  once  Valentine  and  Dolly  Bateman. 
The  Butlers  faniily  ami  Father’s  home,  all  on  the  East  side  of  the 
Creek.  In  the  West  side,  on  the  Island,  H.  H.  Ingham.  The  Mill 
house  and  Uncle  Fanscher  Schuyler,  now  owned  by  the  Sadlers,  across 
the  dike.  Sherman  Butler,  the  old  quiet  mill  house  and  the  home  where 
1  first  practiced  carpentry,  just  South  of  it.  Uncle  Steplion’s  home  on 
the  hill  (as  we  called  him,  or  the  old  Doctor).  Then  Mr.  Stephen  A. 
Bowen’s  home  and  store  and  tailor  shop.  The  churcli,  and  then 
Archibold  Wal rath’s  home  and  store,  and  Aunt  Ruth,  living  in  her 
H"tle  home  on  the  Creek  near  by.  On  the  other  side  of  the  street, 

g  >ing  back,  we  had  the  Jacob  Powell  home,  hotel  and  shed  and  ball 

rooih,  once  a  great  resort,  and  before  that,  the  distillery.  I'hen  the 

tailor  shop  and  home,  and  then  the  Shall  home  and  wagon  shop,  and 

then  the  David  Snell  home,  grocery  and  tai.ning  ^vorks;  and  so  we 
are  back  to  the  forks  of  the  road  at  the  Daniel  Walraths  black  smith 
shop,  just  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  and  then  down  to  the  old  covered 
bridge  heading  to.  the  old  liome,  and  many  are  the  marks  left  on  the 
North  .side  of  the  bridge,  when  the  boys  left  marks  and  openings  made 
by  shots  from  their  guns,  and  frequently  I  was  not  far  from  the  gun 
when  it  went  off  and  so  left  my  mark  too.  M’ell  wdiat  thoughts  this 
all  brings  up  of  our  boyhood  life.  Thoughts  that  will  linger  for  all 
time  to  come  with  me.  W^e  were  fortunate  in  being  situated  as  we 
were,  with  the  best  of  parents  and  with  a  mother  whose  equal  I  never 
expect  to  find. 

M’’ell  I  must  bring  this  line  of  thought  to  an  end,  lest  I  become  too 
sentimental  and  overdo  it,  at  the  same  time  my  mind  often  reverts 
to  our  old  home  life  with  great  satisfaction.

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T.'he  Schuyler  family,  it  is  said,  derives  its  name  from  a 
small  village  in  Holland,  the  immigrant  taking  his  name  from 
his  birthpiace,  or  the  locality  where  he  resided,  previous  to  emi¬ 
gration,  a  proceeding  which  was  quite  common  among  tlic  Dutch. 

T.'wo  brothers,  David  Picterse  Schuyler  and  Philip  Pieter- 
son  Schuyler,  came  over  from  Amsterdam,  in  Flolland,  in  1630, 
settling  at  Beweruyck,  the  present  Albany.  Their  middle 
name,  Picterse,  indicates  that  they  were  sons  of  a  Pieter,  of  un¬ 
known  surname,  possibly  Davison,  in  any  case  not  Schuyler.

PHILIP  PIETERSE  SCHUYLER

dlans,  commissary  at  Fort  Orange,  in  1658,  ^laglstrate  in 
1656-7,  1661-79,  commissary  of  Albany,  1678,  Delegate  to  the 
IMohawk  Indians  in  1655,  Vice  Director  or  Deputy  under  Gov¬ 
ernor  Stuyvesant,  1656-,  Captain  of  a  Company  of  Foot,  in 
Alban}',  In  1667,  and  of  one  In  Schenectady,  1669,  laid  out  M'ith 
others,  the  town  of  P.sopus,  in  1662,  married,  at  Albany,  Dec. 
12th,  1650,  Margareta  V^an  Schlichtenhorst,  daughter  of  Brant 
Aerten  \Yn  Schlichtenhorst,  of  Newkirk,  director  of  Renselaer- 
wyck. 

He  resided  on  a  boiuvery  at  the  Flats  below  the  present 
village  of  West  Troy. 

Philipp  Schuyler,  “old  Magistrate  of  Albany,  and  IMar- 
garcta  van  Schlichtenhorst,”  made  a  testamentary  disposition  of 
their  property,  on  May  1st.,  1683,  in  which  they  referred  to 
“children,  Geertruy,  wife  of  Stephen  van  Cortlandt,  Allda,  wife 
of  Robert  Lavlngston,  Peter,  Brant,  Arent,  22  years  old,  Philipp, 
17  years,  Johannes,  15  years,  and  YlargrIet,  11  years,  to  have  the 
real  and  personal  property.  Executor  and  guardian  of  minor 
children  tlie  survivor  (in  this  case  the  wife).  Witnesses  Mr. 
Ccrnelis  van  Dyck  and  Ylagistrate  Dirck  Wcssells  Ten  Broeck, 
and  Robert  Livingston,  sccreta.ry. 

“Margaret  Schuyler,  widow  of  Plu’llip  Schuyler,  sometime 
of  Albany,  merchant,  being  of  sound  mind,  and  considering  that 
there  having  been  some  mibapn}'  differences  among  my  children;
